  (5) A discussion of the scope and impact of support by Chinese persons on Iranian missile and drone manufacturing. 
  (6) A description of United States efforts to disrupt Iranian cooperation between China and Chinese persons and Iran on defense manufacturing. 
  (c) Form The report required by subsection (a) shall be submitted in a classified form with an unclassified summary.  
  (d) Appropriate congressional committees defined In this section, the term  appropriate congressional committee means— 
  (1) the Committee on Foreign Affairs and the Committee on Armed Services of the House of Representatives; and 
  (2) the Committee on Foreign Relations and the Committee on Armed Services of the Senate.
